Deal isn’t done yet; 
town-funded assessment of 
cleanup costs comes first

Site Redevelopment Technolo¬ 
gies, a firm dedicated to restoring 
value to distressed properties, has 
reiterated its interest in purchas¬ 
ing Games and Lanes, located at 
346-350 Walnut Street Ext. 

Mayor Richard Cohen said a 
final assessment of the site will be 
completed now that the Agawam 
City Council has approved about 
$12,000 to fund it. 

“I’m very glad the council has 
approved this spending,” said Co¬ 
hen. “Once we are able to get this 
study finished, we will be able to 
give the assessment to SRT and 
they can make the final deci¬ 
sion to purchase the property.” 
David Peter, a representative of 
the Brookline-based firm, said 
he was looking at the property in 
2008. Unfortunately, he said, the 
economic conditions made it im¬ 
possible for his firm to purchase 
the property and clean up the en¬ 
vironmental hazards on it. 

“The economy was going down 
at that time and I did not see 
where we would be able to sell the 
land once it was cleaned up,” said 
Peter. “The idea is to clean up the 
property and sell it for more than 
we paid to clean it up.” 

Peter said his expertise is 
working with environmentalists 
to clean up properties. He does 
not actually develop the land 
once it is cleaned up. 

“Depending on the economic 
conditions, we may lease the 
property instead of selling it,” said 
Peter. “But we stick to what we 
are successful at.” 

Peter says there are numerous 
parties involved from the town to 
the Department of Environmen¬ 
tal Protection. Working with all 
the stakeholders involved would 
be the most difficult part of a 
potential cleanup project for the 
property.

Cichetti, Bitzas seek to fight blight

While Games and Lanes may be 
the most prominent “eyesore” that 
Agawam residents and business own¬ 
ers have come to know and hate, many 
other disheveled properties have also 
caught the eye of town officials. 

Agawam city councilors James 
Cichetti and George Bitzas say they 
have begun working with Mayor Rich¬ 
ard Cohen on a first draft of a town 
“blight ordinance” to develop a pro¬ 
cess to work with property owners 
whose properties are in disrepair or 
very poor in appearance. 

Cichetti said he is on creating a 
blight ordinance because the cur¬ 
rent system of fines for building code 
violations is not working, and it is also 
causing headaches that get courts and 
other entities involved. 

He says a blight ordinance will al¬ 
low officials in the Health and Inspec- 
tional Services departments to go out 
to properties and find ways to work 
with the owners to get them cleaned 
up without involving the courts. 

Cichetti held a preliminary discus¬ 
sion on the idea with members of the 
council’s Legislative Subcommittee 


last Monday night. He was met with 
some resistance from Councilor Rob¬ 
ert Rossi, who said he believes there 
are enough regulations already in 
place. 

“I think there are already plenty of 
avenues for blight,” said Rossi. 

Cichetti believes a formal ordi¬ 
nance dedicated to blighted proper¬ 
ties is something that will provide 
another tool in the toolbox for zoning 
enforcement officials. 

“My opinion is that we need this,” 
said Cichetti. 

Cichetti said he has been touch 
with a representative from the state 
attorney general’s office, and said he 
was advised to move forward with 
proposing a blight ordinance. 

“Springfield also just recently 
passed a new blight ordinance,” said 
Cichetti. 

Cichetti and Bitzas are hoping to 
bring a draft of their proposed ordi¬ 
nance sometime in the next week, and 
then hold a Legislative Subcommittee 
meeting to gain sponsorship from all 
five members before bringing it for¬ 
ward to the full council. 

Any ordinance brought forward 
must be approved by eight members 
of the full council to pass. 


During the conversation last week, 
Rossi said later he would be willing 
to support a proposed ordinance, but 
only if it is “done right.” 

Bitzas says he is hoping the full 
council will support a blight ordi¬ 
nance. 

“This is something positive that we 
can do for the town,” he said. 

Cichetti said he started working on 
the ordinance after a citizen came in 
front of the City Council during pub¬ 
lic comment and requested a blight 
ordinance be created to start address¬ 
ing some of the eyesore properties in 
town. 

During the last month, Michael 
Theroux, code enforcement officer for 
the town, brought town officials on a 
“blight tour” and documented prop¬ 
erties that are in need of cleanup. 

Cichetti says while everyone is 
talking about Games and Lanes, there 
are plenty of other properties that 
have not been addressed, and have 
been in rough shape longer. 

“There is a property on Silver Street 
called Cesars,” said Cichetti. “I believe 
it was a restaurant or bar. It has been 
out of business since the late ’80s or 
early ’90s.”

Downtown project 
has potential 

B aseball fans and movie buffs are familiar with the 
phrase “if you build it, he will come.” In the 1989 
film “Field of Dreams,” Kevin Costner lays out a 
baseball diamond in the middle of an Iowa cornfield, and 
a ghostly team of baseball greats — including Shoeless 
Joe Jackson — magically appear. 

If only urban planning were that simple. 

Agawam has a plan to “build it,” laying out a walkable 
downtown in the middle of strip malls and light indus¬ 
try, on Walnut Street Extension. Unfortunately, there’s no 
screenwriter or movie director who can guarantee to us 
that “they will come.” Ultimately, the success of the Wal¬ 
nut Street Extension business district will depend on fac¬ 
tors that the town, or the Pioneer Valley Planning Com¬ 
mission, can’t control. 

Increased or easier parking won’t matter if the existing 
shops, or new development, don’t have the right products 
or business plan attract additional patrons. 

Wide sidewalks and shade trees along a two-block 
stretch won’t matter if the streets around the neighbor¬ 
hood — Suffield Street, Springfield Street, across the way 
into the North Agawam area — are perceived as unfriend¬ 
ly to pedestrians. 

Perhaps most importantly, and as one shopkeeper 
pointed out in an Agawam Advertiser News article earlier 
this month, none of the beautification efforts will matter 
as long as the vacant, contaminated, crumbling Games 
and Lanes remains a massive eyesore facing Walnut 
Street Extension. 

Even in the planning commission’s computer ren¬ 
derings of the proposed streetscape, where Games and 
Lanes’ weatherbeaten, hole-ridden facade is represented 
by a smooth gray box, it’s still obvious that this one prop¬ 
erty dominates the landscape. Most of the merchants 
have to look at it, every day, out their front windows. For 
drivers arriving for a hair appointment or a lunch date, 
Games and Lanes is an unavoidable negative impact on 
their first impression of Walnut Street Extension. 

There’s some good news on that front: The town ap¬ 
pears to be close to brokering a deal to redevelop the 
property. But, again, the government can’t control its 
fate completely. Once the property is cleaned up, its new 
owner will understandably seek the most profitable use 
for it. 

Almost any active use of the Games and Lanes site, 
residential, commercial or light industrial, is better than 
what’s there now. But some uses would benefit the pro¬ 
posed downtown neighborhood more than others, and 
the decision reached by the free market may not be what 
the mayor, the planning commission, or neighboring 
merchants had in mind. Ideally — from the standpoint 
of developing a downtown district — the block would 
mimic and reinforce what’s already in place across the 
street, small shops, to encourage walking. It might also 
include, or consist entirely of, a residential component to 
bring more foot traffic into the area and establish a built- 
in customer base for the shops across the street. On the 
other hand, the most profitable use could turn out to be 
one large, pedestrian-unfriendly tenant, such as a big box 
store or a warehouse, which would hardly help the mer¬ 
chants across the way. 

None of these are reasons to put the brakes on redevel¬ 
oping Walnut Street Extension. It has the potential to be¬ 
come a true commercial center for the town, and a com¬ 
bination of streetscape improvements with the cleanup 
of Games and Lanes could turn an eyesore into a crown 
jewel. The key word, though, is “potential.”

The Garden Lady answers the first questions of spring

L isa, who reads the column in The Journal 
Register, wrote in with this question for 
the Garden Lady: “We have all heard the 
news that bee populations are dwindling. I live 
in an apartment with only a small deck. What 
type of plants can I grow in containers that will 
provide a source of food for them?” 

Thanks for a great question. Consider having 
plants in bloom each season for continuous bee 
“food.” For example, sweet alyssum, California 
poppies and bachelor buttons are great spring¬ 
flowering plants that bees love - and these are 
easily sown from seed, right into your pots. In 
the summer, think about cosmos, zinnias and 
sunflowers for larger containers. Herbs are also 


good choices throughout the summer and fall, 
provided that you let them flower. Thyme, basil, 
anise hyssop, Greek oregano and mint are bee 
magnets. Although nesting options for a deck 
garden might be impossible, you can offer bees 
access to water by providing them with a basin 
of clean shallow water daily. 

This question came from Bob, who gardens 
in Ware and reads the column in the Ware River 
News: “With electric bills soaring, is there an¬ 
other method of starting seeds that doesn’t re¬ 
quire heat mats and supplemental light?” 

You can certainly become quite inventive in 
this area of seed starting. Your results won’t al¬ 
ways be as predictable as folks using props, but 
it certainly can be done successfully. Think heat 
and light. Your goal is to heat the soil to 70 de¬ 


grees - the temperature at which most seeds will 
germinate readily. You may wonder why a typi¬ 
cal room temperature of 68 degrees isn’t close 
enough - that is because where the soil meets 
the air, evaporation occurs and the temperature 
where the seeds are sown will be a few degrees 
cooler still. Too cold. 

Try setting up a rack near a radiator or wood- 
burning stove. The top of older TVs, refrigerators 
and freezers are also a possibility. The difference 
between these heat sources and the mat is that 
heat does not remain constant. For that reason 
it may take a few days longer to get those seeds 
to sprout. Once they do, light becomes the con¬ 
cern.

TABLE FOR TWO 

Orange Breakfast Rolls 


I f you remember and loved my recipe for Raspberry 
Cheese Danish from a few years ago, you will also love 
this easy pastry. Although I specialize in cooking for 
two, my Orange Breakfast Rolls make a wonderful comple¬ 
ment to any Easter brunch. Refriger¬ 
ated crescent rolls come packaged in 
a can of either four or eight rolls. I use 
the can of four when cooking for only 
two and I would plan on two break¬ 
fast rolls per person when serving 
brunch for a crowd. But if I planned 
to serve an additional bread such as 
mini muffins or mini bagels, I would 
allow only one Orange Breakfast Roll 
per person. 

I also have a recipe, Cinnamon 
Rolls, which is very similar to this one 
that can be found on my website, www.AnnstableForTwo. 
com. It is listed under “Recipes” in the black bar at the top 
of the page. 

Although I have never tried to substitute lemon zest 
and lemon juice for the orange, I would expect it would 
work very well. 



Orange Breakfast Rolls 

1 can (4 oz.) refrigerated crescent rolls 

2 tsp. granulated sugar 

1 tsp. dark brown sugar 

4 tsp. butter (softened), divided 

1 tsp. orange zest, divided 

1/4 C. powdered sugar 

1/2-1 tsp. milk (or orange juice) 

Unroll crescent dough on a piece of waxed paper and 
press perforations together. In a small bowl, combine gran¬ 
ulated sugar, brown sugar, 2 tsp. of butter, and 1/2 tsp. of 
zest. Spread butter mixture to the edges of the dough leav¬ 
ing about 1/2-inch unbuttered on one of the short ends. 

Starting at the buttered short end of the rectangle, 
tightly roll the dough, forming a 4-inch log making sure to 
press the short sides into the log as you go. (The 1/2-inch 
unbuffered end will allow the dough to stick when rolling 
is completed.) Cut log into 4 rolls and place about 2 inches 
apart in a 9-inch x 9-inch baking pan that has been lined 
with foil and sprayed with nonstick cooking spray. 

Bake in a 375-degree oven for 16 minutes or until golden 
brown. In a small bowl, combine powdered sugar, milk (or 
orange juice) and remaining butter and zest until smooth. 
Spread frosting evenly on top of each breakfast roll and 
serve warm or at room temperature. Yield: 4 rolls.

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Legislators seek change in electric regulation 


BOSTON — A bipartisan group of Western Massachu¬ 
setts legislators, including state Sen. Donald Humason Jr. 
and state Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, sent a letter this week 
urging the repeal of a 15-year-old order they say is costing 
electricity consumers hundreds of dollars. 

The state Department of Public Utilities is currently con¬ 
sidering docket DPU 14-140, which would rescind a 2000 
order that requires energy suppliers to charge consumers 
retroactively at a higher, variable rate if they switch to a 
competitive supplier within a set six-month pricing term. 
For Western Massachusetts consumers, the pricing terms 
run Jan. 1 to June 31, and July 1 to Dec. 31. 

“With Western Massachusetts residents facing in¬ 
creased electric rates during this particularly challeng¬ 
ing winter, it is vitally important that we support efforts 
to allow constituents to shop in the open marketplace for 
competitive electric suppliers without facing unexpected 
charges,” said Humason. “This is the next step of many that 
we must take to ensure that utilities in the commonwealth 
are fair and affordable.” 

On Monday, following conversations with Humason’s 
office and under the guidance of the state secretary of en¬ 
ergy and environmental affairs, Matthew Beaton, the DPU 
issued a letter asking competitive suppliers to “... clearly 


inform potential customers about bill recalculation at the 
time the customer is seeking to enroll.” 

According to the letter sent March 19, “ratepayers who 
choose to switch to competitive suppliers ... justifiably as¬ 
sumed that they were paid in full and their business with 
their [ former] supplier complete, only to then receive high- 
cost, unexpected bills.... Ratepayers are penalized for their 
attempts at saving their families or businesses money, 
when many households are struggling with day-to-day fi¬ 
nances. This does not encourage consumers to utilize the 
deregulated energy market as intended by the common¬ 
wealth.” 

Humason, a Westfield Republican, and Boldyga, a 
Southwick Republican, are Agawam’s representatives in 
the Statehouse. Also signing the letter were state Sens. Eric 
Lesser, D-Longmeadow, and James Welch, D-West Spring- 
field; and state Reps. Thomas Petrolati, D-Ludlow; William 
Pignatelli, D-Lenox; John Scibak, D-South Hadley; Jose To- 
sado, D-Springfield; and John Velis, D-Westfield.

“chasing light” becomes easier. Simply take your plants 
from one window to the next as the sun moves. This will 
prevent them from getting leggy in an attempt to stretch 
to the light. Other ways to save money include using re¬ 
cycled salad “tubs” for germination chambers, mushroom 
and strawberry containers for starting seeds, and all sorts 
of plastic possibilities for cutting up into your own labels. 

Margaret has a dilemma with her house plants. “Now 
that my sun room is heating up again, I have green aphids 
all over the herbs I brought indoors for the winter. Help!” 

I am in the same predicament at work. As soon as the 
days get longer and the greenhouse heats up, it causes a 
flush of aphids and other soft-bodied insects to inhabit 
my plants. I want to get rid of them now, before they go 
after all of my young seedlings. Most advice books recom¬ 
mend using a blast of water to knock small infestations of 
aphids out of place. For indoor plants, this can easily be 
accomplished in the shower. Insert the pot into a plastic 
bag enough to cover the soil, this way it won’t get drenched

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while the above ground portion rests a minute or two un¬ 
der a good, hard spray. Once the water stops, give the pot a 
shake to dislodge any remaining insects, and leave it in the 
tub to dry. If a week goes by and you notice that the aphids 
have returned, try using insecticidal soap. Spray it liberally 
on all plant parts until “run-off” (when it drips off the foli¬ 
age). Insecticidal soap is regarded as nontoxic to humans 
and pets at the rates recommended. Follow the directions 
on the container and test plants first for sensitivity. Foliage 
“burn” is less likely to occur if spraying takes place out of 
direct sunlight.

Sheriff reduces recidivism rate 
with education program at fail 


A total of 2,344 individuals in the custo¬ 
dy of the Sheriff’s Department utilized the 
Hampden County Correctional Center’s 
Education Program in fiscal 2014, with an 
average of 224 individuals participating 
each day of operation, according to statis¬ 
tics released by Sheriff Michael Ashe Jr. this 
month. 

According to the findings of the Decem¬ 
ber 2014 “Massachusetts Results First Mod¬ 
el Analysis of Select Recidivism-Reduction 
Programs and Practices,” funded by the 
Pew Charitable Trusts and the John D. and 
Catherine T. MacArthur Foundation, the 
correctional programs that produce the 
greatest reduction in crime are educational 
programs. The study saw a 19.2 percent 
reduction in crime as a result of offend¬ 
ers participating in such programs. It also 
revealed that the programs produce a net 
benefit of $18,057 savings per participant, 
for a cost-benefit ratio of $6.60 for every 
dollar spent. 

“What we’ve seen objectively verified 
statewide in the past year with this ‘Results 
First’ study is that education programs 
behind the fences pay off with reduced re¬ 
cidivism and reduced criminal justice costs 
down the road,” said Ashe. “It stands to rea¬ 
son that an offender willing to try to better 
himself through an effort to learn is an of¬ 
fender less likely to return to old ways and 
old days when he or she gets out of jail.” 


Programs offered at Hampden County 
included adult basic education, prepara¬ 
tion for the high school equivalency exam, 
peer literacy, English for speakers of other 
languages and computer literacy. Eighty- 
six individuals earned their high school 
equivalency diploma last year, bringing the 
total to over 4,500 during Ashe’s tenure as 
sheriff, which began in 1974.

said Monday morning. 

“We still have to get the results of the 
study,” said Peter. “But I am hoping we are 
going to go forward with this. Right now, 
the economy is in an upward trend and I 
think we can really do something with this 
property.” 

Peter also said he has been following 
the progress with the area as whole. He said 
the upcoming work to the Morgan-Sullivan 
Bridge, which connects Agawam to West 
Springfield, as well as the zone change to 
the Walnut Street Extension area and the 
proposed revitalization plan for the area 
have all been factors he has been tracking. 

“All of these things will help make it pos¬ 
sible to do something with the Games and 
Lanes property,” said Peter. 

The land is currently owned by Manfred 
Tidor, who has spent funds cleaning up the 
property. Cohen says Tidor would give up 
the land once the study is completed. There 
was an assessment done on the property in 
April 2014, which found one contaminant, 
a dry cleaning chemical known as trichlo¬ 
roethylene. 

The building on the property has been 
vacant since 2001 when a fire caused dam¬ 
age to the former recreational hangout. 

Cohen says the city is happy this project 
is moving forward and it hopeful a deal will 
get done soon with SRT. 

“We have gone through a lot,” said Co¬ 
hen. “Even when we have not had much 
activity, this is something that has always 
been a goal of the administration.” 

While mayor, Cohen never wanted the 
town to take control of the property. If the 
town had seized Games and Lanes, the tax¬ 
payers would have been responsible for the 
cleanup of the property, estimated at times 
at more than $600,000. 

Peter did not say how much he would be 
purchasing the land for if the deal moves 
forward. 

“It’s still a little too early in the process 
to know that,” said Peter.

He went on a lead a very interesting life 
outside of teaching, being appointed as the 
town treasurer and collector following his 
retirement from teaching.

Now, the tennis courts at the high school 
are being completely redone as part of a 
nearly $7 million athletic facility project. 


One thing will remain constant, and that 
is the plaque for the tennis courts named 
after Altobelli. 

“He will be looking down and smiling as 
those courts are redone,” said Conte. “The 
plaque will be placed back at the courts 
when the project is finished.” 

Conte said in Altobelli’s contributions 
to tennis and hockey have helped offer 
more options for students to take part in 
athletic competition, and in cases like the 
hockey team, have helped the school find 
recent success. 

Altobelli was a likeable face on the cam¬ 
pus of Agawam High School. He taught 
in the business department, and English 
teacher Rosemary Stratton recalled Alto¬ 


belli was a modest and humble man. 

“He was also a very dedicated teacher 
and he got along with everybody,” said 
Stratton. “He was also very political, but 
never pushed his views on anyone.” 

Altobelli served in the U.S. Army from 
1953 to 1955. He graduated from West 
Springfield High School, attended American 
International College and graduated from 
Springfield College with a master’s degree. 

The longtime teacher and coach was 
buried privately with military honors at 
Agawam’s Veterans Memorial Cemetery. 

Conte said the image that will last a 
long time for him is the one of the dedi¬ 
cated coach running each day around the 
Agawam track.

Western Mass Professional SC move home opener 


First Lusitano game 
set for April 25 

LUDLOW - Winter this year has hit 
Western Mass hard, and even the cozy 
confines of Lusitano Stadium couldn’t 
escape its wrath. A slow thaw and addi¬ 
tional snow has forced Western Mass to 
reschedule its home and season opener 
that was supposed to be held on April 4. 

Western Mass now will start the spring 
ASL season on the road Saturday, April 11 
at the Rhode Island Oceaneers. WM Pro 
will have their home opener Saturday, 
April 25 vs. Ironbound Soul. The April 4 
home game versus the Philadelphia Fury 
will now take place on Saturday, June 13. 

“After serious deliberations we felt it 
was necessary to move our home opener 
April 4,” stated WM Pro Director of Oper¬ 
ations Steve Scott. “A lot of the snow has 
melted from Lusitano Stadium, but elim¬ 
inating all the snow and ice on the field 
would be unlikely for April 4. Because of 
the snow, we are unable to access areas 
to replace floodlights and other neces¬ 
sary maintenance. The scoreboard was 
damaged along with other signs that 
were displayed. We apologize for any in¬ 
convenience to our fans, and would like 
to thank the Philadelphia Fury for ac¬ 
commodating our request.” 

Western Mass now finds themselves 
on the road for the first two games of 
the season. The Rhode Island Oceaneers 
were 2-3-3 in the fall season, and Western 


Mass defeated them twice, both with a 2- 
0 score. Western Mass might also see a fa¬ 
miliar face playing against them, because 
backup goalkeeper Donato Piroscafo was 
a winter transfer going to Rhode Island. 

Western Mass was founded in 1997 
and started playing in 1998. In 1999, the 
second year of the franchise, they won 
the USL D-3 Pro League championship. 
In 2005 they reigned as the regular season 
champions, were USL Second Division 
finalists, and hosted the National Cham¬ 
pionship match. In 2010 they joined the 
PDL, to focus on developing future pro¬ 
fessional soccer players. In 2014, the sys¬ 
tem added a professional franchise, the 
Western Mass Professional Soccer Club, 
to the American Soccer League (ASL) 
competing in Region 1. The Western 
Mass Professional Soccer Club also oper¬ 
ates numerous youth camps throughout 
western Massachusetts.
